In the 1) eem ber Century there is an 
article on ‘ The Causes of P o v erty,’’ by 
the late Francis A. 
W alker. 
Gen. 
W a'.ker say*, in conclusion:

the bo ginnning i 
warned the 
reader th at I had no pauacea to offer, 
no single, simple, sov ereign cure for 
the woes and ill? of humanity. 
We 
must strain o ut of the blood of the race, 
more of the taint inherited from a bad 
and v icious pool before we can elim i­ 
nate po v erty, much more pauperism, 
from our social lift*. 
T he scientific 
reatuient which is applied to physical 
disease must be extended to mental 
aiul m o ral disease, and a wholesome 
surgery and cautery m '» t be enforced 
by the whole power of ihe state for the 
good of all; 
Po pular educatio n must 
be made more sensible, practical and 
useful. 
The housewifely arts must be 
tau gh t to girls iu the schools, and 
there the bnv s must learn to use hand 
and eye and brain in a close and v ital 
co-opeiation and co-ordination.

of delig ht and wonder. 
The slow Avon 
g oes winding and sliding throug h sleepy 
fields, g la ssing 
tr.es and cattle and 
homesteads in its tide 
The hedg erows 
that skirt the lanes are g ardens of wild 
and luxuriant beauty. 
The 
people 
not so 
very long ag o 
were just as sleepy as the land and 
wore just the same sort of tranquil pic- 
turesqueness 
Nowa da ys 
tin» 
board 
schools have kill**« ! the old, qua int am 
cent. 
The tong ue of Shakespeare him 
self probably had the homely twa ng of 
it. 
Salesmen of ready made clothing 
have banished the beautiful and befit­ 
ting raiment of the-old peasantry, the 
canvas clad eng ineer has taken the place 
of the plowma n who used to drive his 
team afield, and the da ily press lias 
broug ht its perky Eng lish into the place 
of rich and venerable 
provincialism 
The rustic folks themselves are some­ 
wha t dull copies of the people of tiie 
towns, a sort of ooppcrplated class of 
human g oods, shining with tin* cheap 
est tarnished brilliance 
Forty years 
ag o the stolid humor of this class was 
aH delicious as when Shakespeare loved 
it. The types of Tudor times were stur 
dily a live in field and lane, and the men 
and women breathed of old days. 
The 
homesteads, pinned tog ether by ma ssive 
beams of oak, seemed rooted fast in the 
earth, like the ancestral trees, and one
